wasaiscToN, March 26.—After all, the 
cancus bas not thrown much light on 
the situation. The adoption of Mr. Hop- 
kins’s resolution, declaring that the action 
did not bind individual opinions, makes the 
tariff, so far as the democrats are concerned, 
a local issue. Where they have protectionist 
constituencies they will oppose the bill; 
where thepeopile believe in free trade their 


representatives will support the bill. Mr, 


Randall expressed in the caucus the con- 
sideration which will still control 
many votes, when he said: “I sup- 
pose the gentlemen wish to act with 
entire frankness. [ came here with that inten- 
tion, not that I should agree to what might 


be done, but for the purpose ot having har- 
mony in the party, 0Qt thatany action taken 
here might meet wita my approval. Bat I 
ask foreniire cander among democrats in 
endeavoring to agree. Will they say that we 
are not in honor bound to vote for 
this _ibill, provided the resolution 
offered by Mr. Morrison posses, 
[urge frankness, ‘and wish toknow wuether 
the purpose is to enable us to go befure the 
country united, or to control the action of 
the members, coutrary tw convictions, Is 
each mana to be bound by the majortty rule 
orleft to his own judgment? Surely no 
question on which my people agreee, or my 
constituents are interested, ought to be 
hampered oy action On this resolu:ion. The 
state which | in part represent has never 
tried to bind me. It instructs its senators 
but ouly requests its representatives. Ought 
then 1 tobe bound contrary to my convic- 
tions as a democrat, and against the interests 
ef my s'ate, or be placed in the position of 
one lacking in party fealty.”’ 

THE FATE OF THE BILL. 

The fate of the Morrisoo bill is hard to 
forecast. It was thought last night that Car- 
lisie’s amendment, reducing the brandy tax 
aid abolishing the tobacco tax, would bring 
over inany voters, But one democrat said 
today that it was done simply to help the 
bonded whisky bill. George Wise, of Vir- 
giuia, says he will etill vote against the bill, 
and vithers who want the tobacco tax repealed 
will do so, because they know the bill cannot 
pass the senace, and they will get no- 
thing for their surrender of the convic- 
lion that any tampering withSthe question 
now wiil burt tie party in the doubtful 
states. Messrs. Hunt and King, of Louisiana, 
announce that they will still oppose the bili 
in any shape. The most determined eppo- 
nent 1 have found is Mr. Converse, of Onio. 
Suid he: *‘That bill ought never to have been 
introduced. It could never go.beyond this 
house if we passed it, but we will not pass if, 
No matter how it is doctored and patched, it 

will be defeated ”’ 

Mr Soripg. of New York: ‘‘Pass this bill 
and count New York republican dead sure,” 
Representatives Eaton and Saymour say it 
wiil indse Connecucat, 

Mr. McAdoo of N. J., Ssney and Foran, of 
Ohio; Sumner, Budd and Talley, of Califor- 
nia, aad Soyder, of West Virginia, express a 
similar belief as to their states. Messrs. Tal- 
bott and Hoblizel say it will weaken the 
party in Maryland dangerously. Democrats 
who hoid these views consider it to be the 
duty to oppose the bill, aad preveat its pas: 
sag+ if possible. This determination is not 
weekened by the caucus action, which means 
nothing. 

THE RANDALL MBN SATISFIED. 

TheRandall men are perfectiy satisfied with 
what iuppened last night, but considerable 
complaint is heard from the other side. Mr. 
Mills, of Texas, says ‘‘ihe caucus was a farce. 
Mr. Hurd, ef Onio, says we oughtto have 
put a square party indorsement on the Mor- 
rison bil, withont tacking anything on to it. 
Wehad votes enough todoso. We are no 
better off now than we were before the cau- 

cus.’’ 

Mr. Hewitt, of New York, in a speech this 
afternoon, aiter asserting the horizontal 
principle of the bill to be wrong, proceeded 
to analyze many grave defects in it, but con- 
cluded by saying that he supposed he would 
have to vote forit. The practical question is 
how many of the fifty-seven votes against 
Morrison’s proposition last night, will 
still be against the bitl Mr. Harde- 
man was one of the number, and 
voted so because he ,did not like anything 
that smacked of caucus dictation. Srill he 
will vote for the bill. Soitis with Forney, 
of Alabama; Clerdy, of Missouri, and others. 
Yet it will require oniy thirty-three or 
four democratic votes against it in a full 
house to defeat it, and twenty-five against it 
might prove fatal with the ordinary attend» 
ance. Judge Buckner, of Missouri, said to 
meto-night: ‘I sioald support the bill, but 
if it passes the house atall it willbe a tight 
equeeze,”’ ; 

Mr Randall will not talk, but one of his 
friends in congress says: ‘*‘Depend upon it, 
more than enoug’ vf last night's 57 will op- 
pose the bill to we end.”’ 

Morrison aod Carlisie both consider last 
night's recommendations conclusive proof 
that the bill wiil pass. Mr, Biount thiaks 
the bill will go through the house, The crisis 
is not passed, nor is the party policy on the 
tariff settied Toe battle will be had again 
on the floor of the house, and after that in 
the nativaal couvention. 

THE B)NDSD WHISKY BILL.

; SARGENT'S CONFIBMATION. 

The fact that Sargent’s nowination to St. 
Petersburg was speedily contirmed, gives cur- 
rency to the ramor that the president means 
tO leave Berlin without a United States min- 
ister for some time, as a rebuke to Bismarck 
for bis recent disrespectful conduct toward 
this country. 

. L. Bioomfield, cotten manufacturer of 
Athens, has written a letter to Cougressman 
Candler, arguing in favor of a reduction of 
the tariff on cotton goods, and setting forth 
(ae advantages of southern manufactories.

BLAIR’S EDUCATION BILL: 


Minister Sargent Appeisted and Ocenfirmed to the 
Hussian Mission.

Friends had themselves contributed $700,000 

toward the education of all classes of illiter- 

ates in the south, and were much interested 

in the question of education every where. 
LANDS IN SEVERALTY FOR INDIANS. 

The senate took up the bill reported from 
the committee on Indian affairs, providing 
for the allotment of lands in severalty to In- 
dianson various reservations, and to extend 
the protection of the laws of the states and 
territories over the Indians. An amendment 
was adopted providing that the principal of 
the purchase price paid to the Indian tribes 
for any of the lands, shall be withheld for 
twenty five years, the interest to be paid dur- 
ing the time withheld, such interest to be ex- 
pended for the support and education of the 
Indians to whom it belongs. After further 
debate the bill passed. 

_BLAIR’# EDUCATIONAL BILL. 

Mr. Blair's educational bill then came up. 
Mr. Vance said much taunting and boasting 
had been indulged in with regard to the 
superior educational faci'itiesof the northern 
States over the southern states. Many of the 
northern states had received large grants of 
land, and many of those states had received a 
classof immigrants who were already edu- 
cated, He instituted some com parions be- 
tween North Carolina and Kansas, to show 
what North Carolina had accomplished for 
education, as compared with Kansas. He 
also compared Massachsuetts and North 
Carolina as to common schools. He cited 
figures to show that though the wealth of 
Massachusetts was ten times that of North 
Carolina, the amount devoted to school 
purposes was only nire_ times as 
great than North Carolina, and the per- 
centage of taxation devoted to education 
was only 2 per cent greater than the amount 
given by North Carolina, Mr. Vance thought 
that doing pretty well, considering how 
Massachusetts had got her wealth. The 
whole country had for many years been taxed 
to support Massachusetis, North Carolina 
was compelled to contribute to that support. 
Referring tothe remark made by Mr. Hoar 
yesterday, Mr. Vance said it was 
a constant source of mortification 
to him (Vance) to- hear 
senators tuunt his state’ with illiteracy, but it 
made the mortification more hymiliating to 
hear that taunt from the representative of 
Tewksbury, the representative of astate that 
had sacrificed every. principle for gain; that 
was more responsib'e for slavery than any 
other state; that was the nursing mother of 
the horrors of the middie passage when 
slavery was found notto payin Massachu- 
setrs. Mr. Vance said the people of that state 
seld their slaves to the south for a considera- 
tion, and then banked the gold and sanga 
long meter doxology through their noses, 
that they were not responsible any longer tor 
the sin of slavery. 

DOLPH, OF OREGON, OPPOSES THE MEASURE, 

Mr Dolph, of Oregon, said none of the 
northern or western states wanted any of the 
money this bill proposed to appropriate. It 
was understood that the bill before the senate 
was meant primarily tosecure the education 
of the colored children of the south. Why 
shouid not the bill go directly to that point? 
Before being called upon to vote for the ap- 
propriation of money to any state for educa- 
tion, Mr. Dolph wanted to be shown some 
evidence that the state wes in sympathy 
with the object of the appropriation 
[n connection with this point 
Mr. Dolph referred to what he described as 
a denial of civil rights to the colored people 
of the south 

MR, JONAS, REPUDIATES THE ATTACKS, 

Mr. Jonas, while not deeming it necessary 
to make any speech in favor of the bill, could 
not refrain from referring to the remarks 
made yesterday by the senator from Ovio— 
Sherman—who had said he would not trust 
the south with this money, and the 
senator from Oregon—Dolph—who_ to 
day had said the people of 
the south bad trampled under foot the con- 
stitutional amendments, and would not ad- 
minister this fund faithfally. Mr. Jonas de- 
nied most emphatically, as baseless and cal- 
umnious any charge that the people of the 
south had any prejudice against the colored 
people. You sympathize, said Mr. Jonas, 
with their ignorance and poverty, but they 
are our fellow citizens. We mest them in 
the contests of every day life. They are our 
neighbors. They parade the streets of our 
cities, they live in our villages, they cu'tivate 
our fields, they mix with our families, 
they mix with our children, they 
vote at the polls, and to a_ large 
extent control our elections. Mr. Jonas re- 
pelled in the strongest terms the insinua- 
tions that had been made that the people of 
the south, or at least that portion that he in 
part represented, would be faithless to this 
trust confided tothem. Why, Mr.,President, 
said he,(Mr. Frye being in the chbair,) you 
know that before the committee that exam 
ined into the affairsofthe far off county of 
Copiah, if nothing else was proven there, 1t 
was proved that. the blessings of edu- 
cation, to the utmost limit uf 
the capacity of that people were extended to 
both houses alike. 

MR. BUTLER S &PEECH. : 

Mr. Butler opposed the bill. He said the 
common school system of South Carolina 
was as good as any inthe United States. A 
convtitutional’provision created the tax for an 
educational! fuod, and that fund received in 
addition en income from the poli tax. Mr. 
Butler read from the proceedings of an edu- 
cational body the acknowledgment of a co!- 
ored teacher to show how much the people 
of South Carolina bad done for education. 
The people of the south, he continued, had 
had to suive a problem that noother branch 
of the Caucasian race had ever 
been calied upon to solve 
before. They had made mustakes, 
no doubt, and as long as human nature was as 
weak as it wes, he supposed they would’con 
tinue to make mistakes, but if he knew his 
own heart and the heartsof his people, they 
meant to deal fairly with this great question. 
The slaves had been illiterate, of course, and 
as freedmen they had been illiterate, but the 
next census would show agreat improvement, 
for the older people Were passing away. 

MR. LOGAN'S QUERY. 

Mr. Logan called attenuuon to the remarks 
made by him (Logan) the other day, with 
reference to the propriety of basing the aid 
upon the number of children, and not upon 
the total illiteracy. Mr. Butler agreed that 
that would be the better basis. It would be 
impossible to educate old people, but of 
what did education consist anyway. Edu- 
cation did mot consist in cramming 
letters in people’s heads, Owe of the most in- 
telligent men in South Carolina was a man 
that could not read or write, apd there was 
another consideration, one which Mr. Batler 
thonght of the utmost importance. nere 
was an education more important than book 
learning—toat was the education ofthe family 
relation. He thoughtwe had better pause, 
lest we destroyed the education that grew out 
of the family relation; the education in 
which character, honor, integrity and the 
honesty of men had their origin and largest 
growta. He feared, too, the 
effects of the measure of this 
character upon the personal and 
private effort. There was no success in. life 
comparable to that which resulted from indi- 
vidual effurt, and he would hes’tate before 
doing anything to discourage 1t The people 
of South Carolina, Mr. Butler continued, 
were not so badly off in the way of educatien 
as might be supposed from the debate which 
had taken place in the senate. He cited sta- 
tistics to show what that state had done for 
public schools, and said that with the dis- 
pusiaon that existed in the south ~ 
remove illiteracy there, he could not doubt 


peopie would eventually succeed in 
noone “d it. He would say that it 
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but it would be done. Mr. Butler was op- 
posed tothe tendency growing up all over 
the land of rushing to the national treasury 
to remove every difficulty of a local charac- 
ter. He would continue to oppose a policy 
that he believed would lead to a subvession 
of the government; a policy that would turn 
&@ government of limited constitutional power 
into a paternal government. For the meas- 
ure before the senate Butler could find no 
authority in the constitution. Some bad 
customs had grown up, however. and custom 
had been used as argument for this bill. He 
did not think the argument sound, however 
he was very anxious to remove illiteracy 
from the people of his state, but he thought 
that that illiteracy and its consequences bad 
been exaggerated, and in any event he could 
not consent to remove the difficulty bv 
means of a measure of thischaracter. His 
state needed money. ‘There was no doubt 
about that. They had had a desperate strug- 
gle to confer even such educational advanta- 
ges as they had heen able to confer, but he 
believed the future was brighter for them. 
lor one, he proposed to put the past with all 
itshorrorsbehindhim He had no desire to 
charge the mistake on his political oppo- 
nents, although he believed they had com- 
mitted very grave ones, and perhaps, Mr. 
President, said he, ‘I am as responsible 
for that condition of things as the most ex- 
treme of them, but for one, I would only re- 
cur to the past in order to guard against sim- 
ilar mistakes in the fmture.’’ He predicted 
that if this bill passed ten years would not 
ro'l around before the school system of the 
states would be in the hands of the national 
government. The senator from Ohio (Sh er- 
man) had said, though notoffensively, for Mr 
Botler didn’t think he meant to be 
offensive, that he could not trust the south to 
disburse this money. That senator wonld 
pardon (Batler) for saying in the same 
spirit thas he (Butler) would not trust him 
(Sherman) to contribute it. Mr. Butler would 
not discuss that with the senator, or any 
other, whether prejudice in the south against 
the colored man was stronger than it was in 
the north. He did not believe it was, 
but, said Mrs, Butler, ‘‘When the senator 
says he will not trust me with monev to 
educste the negro, I say 1 will not trust bim 
to give it—‘‘timeo danoas et dona ferentes.”’ 
Mr. Butler preferred, on the whole, to trust 
the pluck, endurance, manhood, courage and 
humanity of the people of his state to do 
justice by all men, white and black, than to 
accept aid from the federal government. 
THE RELIEF BILL PASSED. 

The house joint resolution re-appropriating 
for the aid of the sufferers by the Mississippi 
river floods $125 000 not expended for che 
relief of the sufferers by the floods of the 
Ohio river, was read three times and passed. 
After executive session thesenate adjourned. 

MINISTER SARGENT SENT TO RUSSIA 

The president sent to the senate the nomi 
nation of Aaron A. Sargent, now minister to 
Berlin, to be extraordinary and minister 
plenipotentiary to Russia vice Wm H. Hunt, 
deceased; also Robt. T. Clayton, of Georgia, 
to be United States consul at Para, Brazil, 
and John Egan to bea postmaster at Pensacola, 
Fia. The senate confirmed the nomination 
of Mr. Sargent without referring it to the 
committee.

WHISKY IN BOND. 


As Well as Votes of Leading Congressmen Si!!! In 
Doubt 

Wasuineton, March 26,—In the house, Nr. 
Ellis, of Lousiana, from the committee en 
appropriations reported a joint resolution 
providing that $125,0000f the unexperded 
appropriation, for che relief of the sufferers 
from the Ohio floods, may be expended by the 
secretary of war for the relief of destitute 
persons in the districts overflowed by the 
Mississippi river and its tributaries. Mr. 
Rice, of Massachusetts, opposed the resoiu- 
tion, saying it was, he knew, an upg:<acious 
task to oppose a call made on the score of 


| suffering humanity, but the present was a 


good opportunity to consider this question of 
affurding national relief to every 
sufferer of th local calamity. 
The resolution contemplated the distribation 
of supplies by the national government to 
feed sufferers from a local disasters The pres- 
ent calamity did not much exceed the previ- 
ous disasters on the same river, and it was not 
a calamity the relief of which came within 
the space of the rights guaranteed.to, or the 
duties imposed on the federal government. 

Mr. Dann, of Arkansas, spoke in favor of 
the proposed amendment increasing the ap- 
propriation to $125,000 and depicted 
especially the unfortunate condition of the 
people living alopg the Mississippi river in 
Arkansas. The water was up to the bighest 
water mark, and would contipue 
there .for 60 days longer, then 
sweeping away the last chance 
of these people to secure supplies and shelter. 
Mr. Jeffer 's,of Mississippi, predictes that the 
calamity which had spread overtne Missis- 
sippi river bad not yet culminated, and did 
not covsider even the#l25 000 sufiicient to ren- 
dee adequate relief. 

Mr. Keifer, of Ohio, called attention to the 
fact that the resolutiun made no new appro- 
priatipn, but simply extended the benefi's of 
the previous appropriation to another Class of 
people, and made a brief constitutional ar 
gument in support of the powerof congress 
to make such appropriations. 

Mr. Barksdale, of Mississippi, appealed to 
the house to grant to the sutferers alung the 
banks of the Mississippi the same measure of 
relief which it had accorded to persons ren- 
dered destitute by the overflow of the Ohio 
river. The resolution then passed. 

WHISKY TAKEN UP. 

The house then, at 1:20, went into the 
committee of the whole, Mr. Dorsheimer, of 
New York, in the chairon the bonded exten 
sion bill. The debate was continued by 
Messrs. Pussy, of lowa, McCormack, J. D 
Taylor, Brown of Pennsylvania, Waruzer, 
Wortuington, of Illinois, Dunn and Cox, of 
North Carolina. The latter opposed the meas- 
ure as being merely a  proposi- 
tion for a loan of money 
to distillers, and argued in favor of the total 
abolition of internal taxation. Mr. Dunn 
made a severe attack on the pending measure, 
which he said his observations bad proved to 
him was fayored by only three members of 
the ways and means committee—Morrison, 
Hurd and Biackburn. He wished to know 
by what Crewrian operation was this thiug 
taken untimely from the committe and 
brought into the house. The committee 
rose informally for the purpose of limiting 
the general debate. Mr, Biackburn moved 
that it be closed in one hour and a haif to- 
morrow. Agreed to. 

ADDRESSED BY MR. HEWITT, 

The committee having 
its session, it was addressed 
by Mr. Hewitt, of New York, in 
support of the bill, in consideration of which 
he dismissed all appeals to sympathy or pas- 
sion. It had been discussed, except ins few 
cases, on the ground of charity on the one 
side and of morality on the other, but taxa 
tion looked not to charity or morality.

GENERAL SHERMAN AS THE 
DEMOCRATIC NOMINEE. 


Genera) Grant Suspected of Favoring Legan'’s Weak 
Opportunity in Order That He May G ther 
Portune From she Wreek —Gewerai Sher- 
man Suggested to Oppose Him. 


Wassisoton, March 26 —The political gos- 
sip of the day is busy with the names of ai- 
most every man of importance enough to be 
mentioned. It is now hinted that while Seu- 
ator Logan is General Grant’s preference, as 
between the men who are regarded as among 
the Jeading candidates for the presidential 
nomination, the ex-president has not laid 
aside all ambition for another term, and 
would not regret any combination of circum- 
stances Which should lesd to his own 
nomination. It is understood that he was at 
first disinclined to consent that anything 
should be gaid or done toindicate a desire 
his part to re-enter political life, but the ap- 
peals and arguments ef pérsons who are near 
to him have, it is said, revived his slumbering 
ambition, @nd it is asserted that quiet influ- 
ences are being exerted in his behalf, with 
the understandiog that his name shall not be 
used unless it shall become manifest that 


General Logan cannot be nominated. Ex- 
Senator Coaffeeis named as one of the men 
who are opeuly for Logan and secretly for 
Grant, andit issaid he has confided his pur- 
poses to such of the skilled and trained poli- 
ticians, who bave been faithfal to the ex- 
president thruugh good and through evil 
report for so many years, as he thought might 
be trusted. 


SHERMAN MIGHT OPPOSE HIM. 

Sherman, wnose command of the western 
army made him the distinguishing rival of 
Grant in the east, seems to be fated to fill 
that position of rivalry to the end. It is not 
improbable that in the event of Grant’s 
prominence before the republican conven- 
tioa that Sherman might Joom up equally 
strong in the democratic convention three 
weeks later. A yvenera! officer, not stationed 
at Wasbington, lately read to another gentle- 
man a letier he had received from General 
Suerman, in which the latter spoke coldly of 
the republican party, saying he had fo 
love forit, and giving his reasons. This 
general ig one who has always had Sherman’s 
confidence. After reading the letter he 
said: 

‘‘*You know it has been asserted that 
General Sherman would not accept a nomi- 
nation forthe presidency. Undoubtediy be 
would refuse to be the republican candidate, 
but he would not decline the nemination if 
oftered him by the democrats.’ 

‘Outside of the immediate entourage of the 
late general of the army it has always been 
supposed that, while keeping out of politics, 
bis sympathies were with the republicans. 
this impression doubtless arose from 
the fact that he was Grant's 
intimate, the brother of Sena- 
tor Sherman, and the companion of General 
Van Viiet, whose radicalism is undvubred. 
Coming as it does from a general officer 
whese name, if it cou!d be used, would carry 
much weight, the assertion that Genera! 
Sherman would accept the democratic, nomi- 
nation is curious if not significant.. Camit be 
toat the hero of the marco through Georgia 
would consent to be the democratic candidate 
for presideut?”’ 

ANOTHER WORD FROM TILDEN. 

Although Mr. Liiden is net a candidate for 
the presidency itis nevertheless true that a 
large number of democratic congressmen are 
constantly in Communication with him, and 
every Saturday leave Washington for consul 
tation with the sage of Gramercy Park. In 
view of the democratic division on the tariff 
several leading democrats went to 
New York Saturday, and it is 
understood that they were summoned 
there by Mr. Tilden, who fears evil results 
from the action of tue caucus on the tariff 
bill. Although he has been understood to 
oppose a tariff agitation, it is now said that he 
heiped to bring about harmony tn the demo- 
cratic party by having the caucus agree upon 
the aciion taken. 

HEWITT ON SILVER. 

Abram 8S. Hewitt, who was here over San- 
day, is very chary of his opinion whiie his 
party is divided on the tariff, but speaking of 
the silver question he said that he did not be- 
lieve that tne coinage of two million standard 
silver dollars a monih would be siopped by 
cOBgress at this session, and 
he regarded the flooding of the 
eountry with silver coin whose intrinsic 
is less than its face value as a menace to the 
prosperity of the couatry, especially in view 
of the legal-tender decision of the supreme 
court. He said he teared that silver would 
drive gold out of its place as the standard in 
the Usited States, and that the next step In 
our monetary affairs would be the issue of 
fiat money, with ruinous inflation as iis con- 
sequence. Hed the dissenting opinion of 
Justice Fields prevailed, it would have stop 
ped the gap oi danger through whicha green- 
vack revival was to be ushered in.

Propesed Ohange in the Comp<«nsation of Federal 
Court Officials. 
Special to the Coustitution. 

WASHINGTON, March 26 —Besides disclosing 
some ot the beauties of republican rule the 
committee on expendituresin the depart- 
ment of justice bids fair to evolve a number 
of praciical reforms es the result of its labori- 
ous investigations. Oneofthese will be espe: 
cially we:comed in Georgia. Itis a plan 
to avolish the present fee system and to pay 
the United States marshals, district attorneys, 
deputies and all court officials stated salaries. 
Toe law now allows these officers to pay 
themselves out of fees and after they make 
up the maximum, which is a very large sum, 
they are required so turn the balance over to 
the government. The committee has noticed 
that while many of these ofiicials manage to 
run their fees nearly, if not quite, up to the 
limit the ipstancesin which ee turp any 
money into the public treasury are exceed- 
ingly rare. Abundant evidence has been ad- 
duced to show the tendency of the feesystem. 

t leads to the manufacture of cases Frivo- 
lous prosecutions avound. It is the interest 
of every inao, from the lowest deputy up to 
che chief otficiais of tae court, to crowd the 
calendars, and somehow the calendars are 
crowded. ‘Tais system has given rises to many 
ot the hardsuips experienced by the ignorant 
people in Georgia and other siates where the 
iederal courts have proven especially ob- 
noxious. 

One of the frauds frequently practiced is 
for solicitors and marshais to fail to make 
returns of their feesin civil cases, so that 
they could run to the limit en criminal busi- 
ness and make the civil costs extra. Ine 
temptation to defraud the government and 
to wrong the citizen must often prove too 
strong tur average official virtue. Ihe cou- 
mittee think it worth while 
to seek a remedy. The proposed change 
in the law was referred some time ago to a 
sub committee consisting of Messrs. Hemp- 
hull of South Carolina, Van Alstyne of New 
York, and Scewartof Vermont. When Judge 
Crisp, of Georgia, and Mr. Milliken, of Maine, 
ided to the commiiitee the sad com- 
mitteespvere reconstituted. Tois subject had 
not beef, again taken up when Mr. Kandail 
recenti# informed Mr. Springer that it would 
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for his committee to come to some

committee wanted to know ieaeacae should 
be put on to the legislative, judicial and ex- 
ecutive bill for the salaries of the federal court 
officials, I gather from expressions of mem- 
bers of the Springer committee that it wiil 
recemmend the change and make estimates 
of the amount necessary for salaries. [| 
asked Mr. Jobn J. Hemphill, of South Caro- 
lina, what he thought of the proposed change, 
He said: “I am in favor of trying it. There 
have been great abuses under the 
present system. I think we can do 
better. There is too strongan incentive to 
(fficials to be officious when thei: pay de- 
pends on the number of cases they prosecute. 
fhey are too apt to strain themsrives in the 
direction of prosecuting frivolous offenses.” 

“Would your commiitee propose to make 
the salaries of these officiais uniform?” 

‘Well, they ought to be uniform ina cer- 
tain way. Now we find in some courts that 
the officials have nearly always 
about as much money as the 
allows them. This shows that there 
has been a great deal of business in those 
courts. In others the slim fees reported indi- 
cate a Smal business. We ought to have dif- 
ferent grades of salaries, according to the 
amount of work required of the official. We 
have the figures for ten years and could de- 
termine On what was a fair ayerage compen- 
sation,” 

‘‘How much longer will the committee 
continue its investigations of the various 
branches of the department of justice?”’ 

‘I can’t tell, We have taken volumes of 
testimony, but there is much more ahead of 
us. We started in to make a thorough search 
of this department and we are going to do it. 
We have not fixed any limit. There is 
no telling when we will finish or what we 
may yet discover to reward our labors.’’

THE MYS ERY OF YEARS. 


Murder ofa Bank Cashier fie- 
vealed. 

Boston, March 26.—S8ix years ago Cashier 
Barron, of Dexter, (Me.) savings bank, was 
found dying in the vauit of that bank, an 
apparent martyr to the trust reposed in him 
by the bank’s depositors. Since that time the 
belief that he was murdered has been some- 
what shaken by the il! success of the detec- 
tives in producing the suthor of the 
crime; but to-day evidence has come 
to band that the murder was com- 
mitted by three men, one of whom, named 
Chase, bas since died. Although it is said 
that the widow of the dead man has admit- 
ted that ber husband confessed before his 
death, and implicated the other two, the 
only positive evidence of such confession 
comes from a man named Lanpher, who 
worked a good deal forthe man who died. 
Lanpher says: 

‘‘About three years ago I was working with 
Chase in the woods, and to satisfy my suspi- 
ciou I bad about his connection with the case 
I ran into the camp one day and said: ‘The 
sheriff is after you forthe B-erron murder.’ 
‘The devil!’ he said,and startled for the woods. 
Afterward we came together at thecamp, and 
he told me about the case, but threatened 
that if I told anybody he would kill me. He 
sxid that he aud other men drove over to 
Dexter on the day of the murder with a 
double team, which they left about a 
mile from the village in the swamp. 
They then walked tothe village and were 
standing near the door of the bank building 
when a woman came ont. The three wentin 
and did the job. He puton the handcuffs, 
and the othertwo bound and gagged Mr 
Barron. They went after the money and 
were determined to getit. After they left 
the bank they touk their team, drove over 
through Barnard, left their team in an aban- 
doned barn and went home on foot. The 
next night one of the other men got the 
team, and soon after the threa men left the 
country.”

WIDESPREAD D&SSTRUCTION Ix 
THE WEST. 


The Ravages of the Windin Kectucky—Life and 
Preperty Destreyed—«:he Passage of the 
Cyclone Through Indiana and ite Visita- 
tion te Several Points in Onie. 


Crxctnnati, March 26 —Wispatches from 
Boyd, Ky., say that yesterday a destructive 
cyclone passed over, blowing down every- 
thing in its. way. The inmates of the houses 
fled to the wells and cellars. Many persons 
were injured, Live stock was blown about 
like feathers. Rough estimates place the 
damage at five hundred thousand dollars. 
The homeless are being cared for. In Green- 
field, Ind., a heavy storm wind and rain blew 
down the fences and outbuildings, aad an 
roofed many houses. In Richmond, Ind., the 
storm was felt at five o’clock. In Conners 
ville, Ind., the cyclone passed a little to the 
south, tearing down whole forests. So far as 


known no lives lost. 
TEN LIVES Lost. 

A Falmouth, Ky., special: says a fearful 
cyclone passed through the woods just soath 
of that town, on the Kentucky railroad, at 
two o'clock. Thetrack of the cyclone was 
half a mile wide, from east to west, uapturn- 
ing trees and everything else in its path, 
Many trees were blown across the railroad 
track, and are now being cleared away b 
workmen. So far no lives have been pain 
lost nor buildings destroyed. It 1s reported 
that the village of Colemaenville, in Harrison 
county, forty miles from Lexington, Ky., was 
almost entirely destroyed by a cyclone, which 
swept over it at five o'clock this afternoon. It 
is said that ten persons were killed by 
the flying debris. Fifteen or twent 
were injured. Nothing definite is known.< 
terrific cyclone passed near Loudon, Ky,., 
and Pittsburg, about 4 p. m, yesterday. The 
Methodist church wa» razed to the ground, 
and much other property damaged. At Pitw- 
burg, John Hailiman, brakeman, was blown 
from the freight car and carried about fifty 
feet, lighting on his head in the creek. His 
neck was broken. Three freight cars, two coal 
oil tanks and a caboose were blown from 
the track and severai persons were slightly 
injured, A little cabin occupied by a family 
named Broughton, was blown down 
and Mrs. Broughton and two 
little children were instantly 
killed. The following persons are thought 
to be mortally wounded: Colonel C. W. 
Stringer, both le broken and cut in the 
head; jMrs. C. W. Stringer, hip mashed; 
Robt. Riddens, spinal column broken and 
cut in the head; Miss Sallie Goff, cut in the 
head; James Warren, two ribs broken, and 
¥v ounded in the head, 

THE FIST REPORTS CONFIRMED 

Further detaiis of ‘ae cyclone near Dayton, 
Ohio, confirms the first reports of the damage 
done. Six miles south of the city the de 
struction was mostgeneral and frightfal. It 
first appeared in a southwesternly direction 
from Lebanon, passed rapidly to the north- 
east. Its track is most marked in the viéin- 
ity of Oakridge, on the narrow gauge rail- 
rood, where the whole forest has been 
levelled and buildings razed. The railroad 
is blockaded by falling timber and the trains 
delayed. Near Oak Ridge a house and barn 
and other outbuilding belonging to Thomas 
Andrews, were blown quite a distance by the 
wind and buried under falling timbers. The 
path of the cyclone, fifty yards in width, and 
the forests show where it rose from the earth 
and descended again on Lebanon pike. It 
pass 2d between the houseand barn of William 
Popenoe, but being high up did but little 
damage. The little daughter of Abram Wil- 
son, a farmer, was crushed under the timbers 
of the barn at Oak Ridge, and other loss of 
life is feared. The full extent of the logs 
cannot yet given. 

THE CYCLONE IN NORTH CAROLINA. 

CHarRLorte, N. C., March 26.—A special te 
the Observer shows that last night’s storm 
was most severe at Newton and Lenoir, 50 or 
60 miles northwest of here. At Newton 3@ 
houses were blown down, the Methodist 
church wrecked, The residences of Rev. 
Caley Kellian and Charies Jewett were 
swept away. Cline & Williams’s flouring 
milis were partially destroyed. Mary 
Hunsucker was killedand 14 other persons 
were wounded. Rumors from Lenoir say 
that a whole family was killed there. Six 
ladies are known to have been killed at that 
place, but the telegraph wires being dowa 
further particulars cannot be obtained. Ia 
Mecklenburg five or six residences were de- 
g'royed but no lives were lost. The cyclone 
aleo passed, through Tredell county, do 
ing reat damage to fruit 
and blowing down manyjhcu*s,

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SARGENT'S CHARGE 10 RUSSIA, 


Berlina t@ be Left fer a Time Without sa Ameoriecam 
Ambaseader. 

WasHiIneton, March 26 —The nomination 
of Sargent to be minister to Rassia wasa to 
surprise to most persons at the capitol to-day. 
It was not delivered to the senate until after 
Secretary Frelinghuysen had spent an hour 
or more at the capitol for the purpose, it is 
conjectured, of preparing the leading mem- 
bers of that body for its reception. When it 
was laid before the senate in executive ses- 
sion, a few questions were asked and briefly 
answered, to the effect that the tranafer, 
though not requested or even suggested by 
Minister Sargent, would doubtless ba 
agreeable to him, and that it would also 
undoubtedly be productive of good 
results as a matter of national 
policy, althongh in what menoner 
was not stated nor asked. As the senate 
thereunon accepting these assurances of the 
members of the foreign relations committee, 
coufirmed the nomination by unanimous 
consent, there is good reason for believing 
that the action of the senate was based, not 
only upon the belief that Sargent’s transfer, 
which in Enropean estimation is «a 
diplomatic promotion, would be agreeable 
to him and avert the _ possibility 
of further unpleasantness,‘arising from 
sonal hostilities, but also upon the vrevaient 
impression that the position of the Ameri- 
can minister ag tLecoart of Berlin will, sig: 
nificantly and far an indefiaite time, be left 
vacant. Secretary Frelinghuysen, sent the 
following telegram to Minister Sargent thig 
evening: Sarget, minister, Berlin: The pres 
ident approves entirely of your course in the 
Lasker matier. You have done 
nothing bur obey the in- 
structions of this government 
therein. The president, thinking it may be 
agreeable to you, to-day nominated, you as 
minister to 8t. Petersburg, and your nomi- 
nation, without reference to any commit 
was immediately end unanimously confirm 
by the American senate.

IN CLAYLON, ALAMAMA,.

Mr. Baker had his house blown down and his 
wife was paipfylly injured. : 

On Dr. VWinn's place, stiil further on, several 
houses were blown down, auda white man was 
very seriously hurt. : 

At Whi e Oak it passed a few miles to the northand 
struck the planiation of Mr, Terrell Biair, where 
it blewaway all the outhouses, cribs, barns, e., 
and scattered his corn. fodder, oats, etc, to the 
winds, inflicting heavy loss upon him. Mra. High- 
tewer, an aged whiie lady on the place, Was fatally 
injured.

By suerise this morning quite a number, includ- 
iog President Cox, with forty or fifty of his young 
ladies and your oorrespondent, were out viewiag 
the fea's which had been performed, following its 
path for halfa miie, through mud and water and 
over freshly plowed ground. Large trees were 
twisted offor blown up by the roots, falling in 
every conceivable direction.

Its 
course was from southwest to northeast.

WHITESBURG BLOWN ABOUT. 

Wuitessunce, Ga., March 26 —The cyclone passed 
from west to east at balf past five p m. demolishing 
limber and houses in its paib, not sparing any- 
thing in a belt of two hundred and fifty yards. It 
struck the northern suburbs of this town, carryiig 
away all the railroad section houses, M J Taylor's 
dwelling and several smali houses. Taylor's wife 
aud duughier emerged from the rnins without 
being seriously hurt. Others had taken refuge iu 
I witnessed it 
to satisfaction from the verge of Dr. Knott's storm 
pit, about three huudred yards frem the track of 
storm. t had been , cloudy, showeripg 
rain occasionally, but was fairing 
off when tae funnel shape was noticed eight or ten 
niles wes’, appearing nui larger than a tree top 
gud resemodilsg somewlNaia pine tree also pro) sct- 
edegairtihesky in that dincition. The funnel 
shape would vary, risea little bear down, disap- 
pear aud reappear. It was ten or fifteen minutes 
reaching here. At distance of three or four miles 
its violent character was grandly devoluoped to 
view by the whirling of the dsrk coud and 
tossing of debrisin the air above it. Then the 
rearing commenced, like the cbkorus of coal 
burgers, aud the base of the. storm could 
he seeu in the shape of a black clond 
bolling and seething from the ground 
to the heignt of thetrees, This bottom portion of 
the disturoauce. in the midstof which must have 
been miduighi darkiess and where the greates! 
desiruction wss, bot more than one hundred yards 
in diamaier probably. was the most unsliform feat- 
ure of the thing, and seemed to me to be 
duced by the beartag down of the fuanel upon the 
gound, as if fruitiessly tending to bore into the 
earth; the apDpEesrAaLuce of risiug and 
failing 28 it came being caused by 
its crossirg hills and hollows There 
was no fall of raiz,no thundering and lightning, 
and po alarming ixvdicatiun, only from that smali 
vortex of energy. The absence of earthyuakes and 
detenating anc resunsiing accompaniments 
in she heavens surprised me It was contrary to 
the concep'iou I had formed of eycloaes from our- 
rent descriptions in the newspapers. Buttheiictle 
thing was coming in the eenerai Cirection of where 
we stood, severai of us (for 1 had iots of compaay) 
near thet pit, aud we ceuid see lafge treea going 
down before it like grain before @ reaper, such-was 
the violence even withouttne dark eenter, and 
could see innumerabdie objects fying above.

He may not be in immediate 
danger, but the Eng'ish government would 
doubtless draw a long breath of relief if he 
andthe garrison of Khartoum were inside 
British lines. 

General Graham has at last received orders 
permitting him to deal with Osman Digna as 
to him on thespot seems best.

Professor Manly Miles, of Amherst, gave

CYCLONES. 


Their Origin—Motive Pewer, Ete, 
As the term cyeloue has passed. into popu’ar 
use in connection with storms like those which 
have recently passed over Georgia and adjaceut 
States, it will be usedin this discussion; but in 
scientifie phraseology they are called tornadoes or 
whirlwinds, Cyclone is employed to designate 
storms whose tracks are very wide—one hundred 
miles or more in some: cases—and popularly known 


as “hurricanes.’’ 
CYCLONE REGIONS. 

The lcecalities in which cyclones develop are 
dottec ovey the Mississippi valley, the gulf states, 
Texas. Georgia and the Carolinas. The feature, 
common to them all,in this connection, is easy 
access of hot, moisi winds from the 
gull. The distance norihward these 
winds can penetrate without being 
checked by cold and losing their distinctive char 
adter, varies with the seasons. In early spring they 
do not reach the upper Mississippi valley unmixed, 
but can spread over the soutnero states hence, 
cyclones occurin the latier ai that period Lateria 
spripg and summer these winds reach farther 
north, and cyclones develop correspordingly later 
there. 

CONDITIONS PRECEDENT. 

Frequent raius und miid wrather, prevailing for 
some days Or weeks over the regions where they oc- 
cur, is not an indispensaple, buta favoring condi- 
tion. One that is indispensable, however, is the 
exist of an area of iow barometer, or low pressure, 
north or norihwest of the track of cyclones and ex 
tendipg well down southward. When the violent 
storms of the spring of 1875 eccurréd, the area ot 
low pressure exitende from Loul- 
jana to Kentucky. At 7 o'clock; a wmi.. 
February 19th, 1884, it resened from 
the southern part of Arkansas telllinoisaud beyend 
This iow pressure acts like a partial vacuum, and 
inducesaflow of warm air from the gulf towards 
the north, aud of cold air from the north and west 
toward the south; in other words. south, southeast 
and south est winds blow from the Gulf aud west 
and northwest winds blow from the cold slopes of 
the Rocky mountains. The meeting of these two 
seis of winds (the oue bot and moisi, the other cold 
and dry) suddenly, apd Without opporiunity for 
gradual admixture, strongly favors the develop- 
ment ofacycione. As noted above the areas ol 
low pressure Which have accompanied our severest 
erclonues, are loug and narrow; they move generally 
in a vortheasterly Cirection, ard as soou as their 
southwest extremities pass northwards to the par- 


aliels of 23 to 45 degrees, the cold westerly winds 
sweep below them aud strike the hotsoutherly cur- 
reuts very sharply. Atthis juncture, apparently, 
the evclonie development fairly begins, 

"  ‘?PHE MOTIVES POWER OF CYCLONES. 

As will be snowa hereafter, the hot, moist air 
furnishes the active force, the motive power of the 
evclone. The soft south wind blowing unchecked 
toward the area of storm, gives no itdicaiiou of 
the terrible power Conceaied withinit Itis pres 
ent in the form of poteutial rather than ac‘ual en- 
ergy,and may be eualogized by a large rock so bal- 
anced over the edge of a precipice that a very siight 
force may topp'e it over and send it hurling to ine 
base. Descending it developes treme::dous force, 
whoily diaproporuonate to that which toppled il 
over, In the case before us, the hot moist air rep- 
resents the rock, the cold airthe toppil: £ f Ce. 
CYCLONES AND LITTLE DRY WHIRLWINDS UF SUMMER 

CONTRASTED. 

Thesmall whirlwind seen over roads and bire 
fields iv hot, ca]jm summer days, are caused by such 
bare spots becoming hotter than others adjacent; 
as a consequence, the airabove them becomes hot- 
ter than the surrounding air, being botter i: ex- 
pands, and expanding it becomes iighier, and rises 
upward, Surrounding air from every 
side bear the surface rushes in to 
fike its place and follow it upward. Thé 
mreting of these inrushing currents generates a 
whirl, which is propagated upward in following 
the ascending current of hot alr; leaves and other 
light o*jects are drawnin and carried upwards 
with it, and are finally spread outward above the 
whirl and gradualiy descend to the earth again 
If these light ot jects are closely watched, it wili be 
seeu that the revalying air whose motion these ob 
jects follow and whose outlines they render appa 
reut, assumes a funnel shape quite like the cycione 
cicoud. it wiil be observed «also that the li'tle 
whirlwind generally travels in the direction of the 
breeze which happens to be blowing atthe time, 
fhe whirling air being a part of the gen 
eral moving fir is carried aiong with 
it. just as atopspinning on the deck of asbip 
would be carried along wlthit. These little whirl- 
winds, aftera short course expend themselves and 
disappear Why? Simply because ae they move 
away from the heated spots,there is nothing to 
keep up theascending current: the motive power 
actafora short time, the momentum acquired 
continuesthe whirl for awhile, but friction soon 
overcomes that, and stopstherotary motion. The 
whirting air rubs against the stillairoao its outer 
surface, and loses motion at every instant 

Now acyclone hasseveral points of resemblance 
to these little summer whiriwinds, butit has also 
one fundamental difference Asstated already 
one of the generating conditions of a cyclone is a 
sudden contactif nut, moistair with that which is 
cold and dry. When two such currents meet 
it is probable that the line of confluence isa ragged 
ove, owing to obstructions on the. carh’s 
surface. and it may be that a portion 
of the hot alris wedged in between two proj-ctions 
of cold air, aud them forced upward by its com par- 
ative lightness. Or, it may be, that some local ob- 
s ruction or agency gives a portion of the hot aira 
direct ascending movement (like a column of 
smoke) into the colder regions of the upper atmos. 
phere. This, however it may happen, is the initial 
point ofacyclove. An ascendivg column of hot 
moist air is the germ of the cyclone: a hot. dry 
column of ascendiug air is the motive power of the 
litle summer whirlwind; moist and dry makes the 
fundamental difference aluded to above, as we 
shall endeavor to show further on. 

What the paaee local cause of the ascending 
columu of hot airmay be itis difficult to stare, 
because no one has ever been present at the ini fhm 
of a cyclone to watch and:tudy it But there are 
s*vernzl ways in which we may conceive it to 
happen. When currents of hot and cold 
aircome together, the cold being heavier, tend 
to flow under the hot aud forcsit upwards. That 
js Oe wey. Again, when two rapid currents of 
air meet at a large angle, there is a temporary ac- 
cumulation of air, andin consequence, increased 
pressure along the line of junction. This seeks to 
relieve itself by movements in the directions of 
east resistance; and these wiil obviously be up- 
wards, and in the direction of the resultant of the 
two currents. An upward movement of the hot 
aiy may result from this cause. Again a current 
of hotair movin g Over a comparatively level coun- 
try, ic itshould impinge against a line of hills or 
a mountain ride, might be deflected upward, and 
if moving with considerab'e velocity, might be 

rojected upward a good distance above the sur- 
ace; and it may be observed,in passing, that in 
the gulf states, evclones have generally developed 
nearthe line of junetion between the hilly and 
mountainous regions and the comparatively level 
country below. 

But whether we can or capnot trace all the details 
of the origin of an ascending column, that there is 
one in every cyclone is clearly indicated by the facts 
observed. Heavy objec's are sometimes drawn up 
by it bighin air and borne long distances awav.

Sovkim, March 26.—The British 
are encamped bi railes from im, 
where they will remain for rest to-day.

The rest have 
returned toduty. There is no doubt but 
that sickness will be renewed when the 
march continues. .

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| JOHN BROWN’S SCAFFOLD. 


THE WOOD SOLD TO RELIC HUN- 
TERS FOR $900, 


A Constitation Man Falls in With a Virginian Who 
Has Adopted Atienta as His Home and Has 
aTalk W th Him on Jehu Brown's Raid 
—John Browa’s Sword, Bco., Ete, 


Mr. T.G. Baylor, of the firm ef Baylor & 
Baylor, civil engineers, said to a ConsTITUTION 
man yesterday: 

“T bave just received a letter from my old 
home in Virginia which statestbat a few days 
ago the scaffold on which old John Brown 
was hung was sold to a syndicate of relic bun- 
ters.’ 

“The old -fellow was hung nearly thirty 
years ago, so that*tbe man who owned ths gal- 
lows must haveheld it some time for the 
rise,’’ observed the scribe. 

‘‘He did not hold it in the shape of a gal- 
lows,’’ was the reply. ‘“‘When John Brown 
was hung at Charlestown a 
carpenter whe was 


It was a little briek house located on a cor- 
ner, and there was just about enough of the 
ecaffoid to frame the porch. The house was 
bought by its present owner for $900, anda 
few days ago he was approached by a syndi- 
cate of relic hunters to whom he sold the 
porch for nine bundred,”’

buttons mace from wood from Lidby prison,”’ 
said Mr, Baylor, helding up his wrists. 

“Were you around Harper's Ferry when 
John Brown was there?’’ asked the scribe. 

‘‘[ was quite sinall and saw very little of if, 
but my father, Colonel Robert W. Baylor, 
commanded the first company that reached 
Harper's Ferry after the stir was begun, and 


tured Brown and his party.” 

‘*Those were interesting times’ 

“Yes, I shail never forget what I saw. 
Brown, you know, had his men and imple- 
ments of warfare concealed in the woods near 
Harper’s Ferry, and crossed the bridge and 
seized the United States arsenal one night 
when no one was thinking of sech a thing. 
lt was on October 16th, 1859, about eight 
o clock in the evening that he and his score 
ef so of men took the town, Several people 
were killed in cold blood, and the most in- 
tense excitement prevailed. Bat you doubt- 
less know already the history of old John 
Brewn’s raid and its results,’’ 

‘Did he flinch when he was hurg?”’ 

“No, he was gritto the last. He walked 
up the scafiold with a.f#rm step, and went the 
way of all the earth with the greatest cool- 
ness,’’ 

‘There was an interesting incident con- 
nected with the hanging,’’ continued Mr. 
Baylor, ‘which | believe has rmever been 
printed, and which shows how strict General 
Jackson was. Jackson was a professor in the 
Virginia military institute, and 
the cadets were on duty at the 
execution to preserve order. 
cadet was pacing his beat and found that a 
tree woult:shut outa view ofthe hanging 
from where he stood. He lengthened his best 
and got a view of the hanging, bat when he 
got back to the institute Jackson had him up 
for deserting his post duriug the banging of 
John Brown, and he rec punisb- 
ment, I believe was put on extra guard 
duty.’ 

Continued Mr. Baylor: 

“I have in my possession the sword of 
John Brown, taken trom him when he was 
captured, lt was given to my father by 
Brown when he wasin captivity. Lhave been 
uffsred tive bundred dollara for it but refused 
tosellit. It is one of the finest pieces of 
metal l eversaw. The weapon is a cavalry 
saber with an iron scabbard and a bone ban- 
die. The blade is a regular ‘‘Damascus blade”’ 
linely etched, and so pliant that you can 
press the point sround to tie handle and 
when it is released it will resume its original 
shape.’’ 

“tow came your father to get it?” 

“When Brown lay wounded my father 
went to him and took the sword from urgder 
bim. After keeping ita while he. carried it 
to Brown and said, ‘Captain Brown, probably 
you would want to give this sword to some 
of your relatives and I have brought it to 
you for you to make such disposition of it as 
you see fit.’ Brown eaid, ‘No, you have 
been very kind to me, for whith I thank you 
and in consideration of what you have 
done for me _ I prefer that you 


eived some 


should keep the sword, so my father kept 
itamd gave it tome. Upto a few years ago 
it still showed the stains of blood obtained in 
Brown’s Kansas raids. He told my father 
that the stains were Kansas bjood and. that 
the sword never drew biood in Virginia.”’ 

‘‘Most of Brown's men who were in the 
raid are dead, are they not?” 

“All are dead except one. Owen Brown, a 
brother ef John Brown, is the only suivivor. 
He lives the life of a hermit on an island in 
Put-in-Bay.”’
